alfalfa or any of the cereali, the 1 
cality in which the seed, is grown.

Seeds Mny.Xow Be Tested at Madison 


To protect the farmers of the state 


from planting worthless seed and in- 
troducing noxious weeds into their 
fields, the Wisconsin Legislature in. 
1813 passed the state seed inspection 
law. 


It requires that every lot of agri- 


cultural ;;eed over one 
pound 
in 


weight be tested and labelled before 
It is sold, and that the label contain 
the 
following 
information. 1. the 


name and address of the seed sin n.n; 
2, the kind of seed; 3, tbe percentage 
of purity; 4, the percentage of germ- 
ination; 5, the names of al' noxious 
weeds in the seed, and C, if corn, 
alfalfa or any of the cereal's, the lo- 
cality In which the seed is grown. 


This law established, a state seed 


testing laboratory "where all samples 
may be tested for the nominal sum 
of 25 cents a sample.

tested should send samples to the 
State Seed Inspector, 
Agricultural 


Experimental station, Madison.

Copper Wire With a Mixture of Emery 


and Oil, Will Do 'the Work Well 


and Quickly.

method of drilling holes in glass: 
Take a piece of straight copper the 
size of the hole that it is required to 
drill. The tubing should have a wall 
of one-thirty-second of an inch or 
more in thickness, depending upon 
the diameter.

GIVES A PROPER PROTECTION 


,over for the More Delicate Garments 


of the Wardrobe Is a Positive 


Requirement. 


Delicate garments, even if hung up 
a wardrobe, require some further 


iroteetion from dust and dirt, and a 
over of some kind to place over them 
s very necessary. 


We give a diagram illustrating a 


capital article to make for this pur- 
pose, and when closed it will entire- 
y cover up ail the garments hanging 
upon the back pegs oC the wardrobe. 
It can be opened in a moment and any 
particular garment removed and equal- 


quickly done up again. 
Diagram A shows the shape of the 


upper part of the cover, and in the 
center portion circular holes aro made 
corresponding with the positions of 
the pegs, and into these holes key- 
rings should be sewn in to prevent the 
material from tearing. On cither side 
there are flaps (D and D) of sufficient 
width to meet and overlap a little 
when folded together towards each 
other. 


At the back of these flaps, tapes are 


sewn on by which they can be tied 
together in the manner shown In 
diagram B. When this has been done, 
the (lap C can be loided over the top 
of the pegs, thus entirely enclosing 
the garments suspended upon them. 


It will be noticed that rings tiro 


sewn on to the upper edges of the 
two portions, D and TJ, and prior to

method of drilling holes in glass: 
Take a piece of straight copper the 
size of the hole that it Is required to 
drill. The tubing should have a wall 
of one-thirty-second of an inch or 
more in thickness, depending upon 
the diameter. The tube is set up In a 
drill chuck and driven at a speed cor- 
responding to that of a twist drill of 
the same size. The tube is fed down 
on to the glass "with an intermittent 
movement, and a mixture of emery 
and oil is dropped on to the glass at 
the point where the bole is to be 
drilled. 
After a ring has been cut 


In the glass on one side the work Is 
turned over and the drilling com- 
pleted from the opposite side. 
This 


will prevent chipping the glass when 
the drill nears the opposite side. The 
copper tubing Is-soft, so that it holds 
the emery, and as copper is an excel- 
lent conductor of heat it draws the 
heat away from the glass, preventing 
it from being cracked. 
An idea of 


the rapidity with which holes can be 
drilled in this way may be gathered 
from the fact that a flve-sixteenths- 
inch hole can be drilled through an 
ordinary sheet of window glass in 
seven minutes. 


Wired Lace Sleeves.

HOLSTEIN BREEDERS 


HOLD ANNUAL MEET 


The annual meeting of the Central 


Wisconsin Holstein-Friesian Breeders 
association at Vesper Friday was well 
attended and one of the most interest- 
ing and enjoyable gatherings In the 
history of the association. 


The meeting was called to order ac 


1 o'clock by President C. H. Imlg of 
Junction City. W. H. Ludwlg, vice- 
president and manager of the Vesper 
Wood Manufacturing company, de- 
livered the address of welcome. The 
response was made by the president, 
who 
in concluding, introduced the 


main speaker, W. J. Gillett of Rosen- 
dale, president of the Wisconsin State 
Holstein-Friesian Breeders' 
associa- 


tion. He spoke on various phases of 
the Holstein cow, telling of her origin 
her rise into popularity, what and 
what not to consider in breeding, de- 
velopment and care, the main points 
that distinguish the different types 
of the Holstein and the value of 
testing.

early years, he said, the breeding of 
Holste.lns was lookc-.d upon as a stand- 
ing joke for the reason that she was

San Francisco, March 16.-Death

"We were not here when she passed 


away," said the elder Rockefeller in 
broken tones. "We want to have her 
with us until the last moment."

U. S. MAN SLAIN IN MEXICO 


J. M. McManus Murdered In Home at 


Mexico City by Zapatistas—U. S. 


Flag on House. 


Washington, March 15— President 


Wilson and his cabinet; in session 
on Friday, were informed of the as- 
sassination by Zapatistas in Mexico 
City of John B. McManus, an Ameri- 
can citizen, of Chicago; that tha 
American flag was ignored and Insult- 
ed, and that the United States consu- 
lar seal on the residence of McManus 
was violated when he was shot. The 
cabinet discussed the case at length. 
Later Bryan announced that the de- 
mand for punishment and indemnity 
would be insisted upon. The Ameri- 
can demands were served by Brazil- 
Ian Minister Cardozo directly upon 
General Salazar, the Zapata general 
in command of Mexico City. 


Two thousand Mexicans stormed the 


national palace in the capital to se- 
cure the liberty of 250 priests said to 
be imprisoned. The effort failed, but 
it was followed by a riot in which 
Gustavio, the chief of police of Mexi- 
co, was stabbed. Two Mexicans were 
killed and at least twenty persons 
injured. It was said that when the 
Zapatistas had control of the city Mc- 
Manus had trouble, and when they at- 
tacked him in his home he killed 
three of them. After killing McManus 
the slayers are said to have looted the

crippled machine fell. 


There was no chance for escape, al- 


though Beachey 
and his 
collapsed 


monoplane landed in the waters of 
San Francisco bay. The force of the 
fall was so great that the machine 
and its daring pilot was burled in 
the mud of the bay In forty feet of 
water. He struck the water near tie 
United States army transport docks 
in a narrow patch .of water between 
two transports swinging at anchor. 


Immediately a rescue 
crew was 


dispatched from the battleship Ore- 
gon, which was lying in the stream.

was found entangled in the wires of 
the wrecked machine and all of the 
bones In his body were broken.

consin during the presentiyear by 
th« state board of health. 


These certificates, while not 
be- 


ing certified copies of the official re- 
cords, will be accepted by the state 
as proof of age for school attendance 
and for compliance with the state la- 
bor la\ys in future years, members of 
the board of claiming. 
The board is 


also advising parents to save the 
cards, because In Inherit ing property, 
pfov'ng citizenship by giving birth 
places, in relation to guardians and 
wards; in administration of estates; 
in determining life insurance rates 
land in jury and military service they 
might bo valuable. 


The certificate side of the card 


reads: 


"This is to certify that a register- 


ed certificate of the birth of
